ALYSSUM Rostratum. (Alpestre). Prostrate, almost shrubby, very early 
bloomer, pale yellow flowers, 3 for $1.00, $3.00 per dozen. 

ANCHUSA Myosotidiflora, Clusters of charming blue flowers, resembling 
forget-me-nots. Excellent in the shade. May-flowering. 50^ each,

ACONITUM Fisheri. Hardiest, best and most useful of all the Monks- 
hoods.

ACONTIUM Spark's Variety. Tall branched spikes, covered with deep 
blue Monkshood flowers in July and August. 50(if each. 3 for $1.25,

ARTEMISIA “Silver King” The new silver-leaved Artemisia (Ghost 
Plant). Beautiful in bouquets with other flowers. May be used as 
winter bouquets.

STATICE LATIFOLIA. (Great Sea-Lavender.) Ideal for mist effect in 
bouquets, often called “pink Baby’s Breath,” a most charming plant.

THALICTRUM GLAUCUM, Blue-gray foliage, like that of the Columbine, 
heads of Chinese yellow, fragrant flowers. 3-4 ft. 3 for $1.00, $2.50 per 
doz. 

TRITOMA PFITZERI, (Torch Lily, Flame Flower). A remarkable plant. 
Produces a great effect in mass planting; bright orange flowers on 3-4 ft.

ARONIA Arbutifolia. An abundance of white flowers in April and May;

BARBERRY (NEW RED-LEAVED BARBERRY.) The form of the plant 
and habit is the same as of Japanese Barberry but the foliage is purplish 
red during the entire growing season. Should be planted where it will 
get the full sun.

BUDDLEYA Farquhari. A rather dwarf form of the summer lilac (B. 
Magnifica), the color; rich lilac purple, free-flowering. 2 yr. plants 50^ 
each, $6.00 per doz. 

CARYOPTERIS Mastachanthus (Blue Spirea) Covered full length of stem 
with umbels of lavender blue blossoms from September until Frost.

COTONEASTER Divaricata (6 ft.) Oval, lustrous, fall crimsoning leaves.

COTONEASTER Horizontalis , Spreading, horizontal branches. Shiny 
oval leaves, persisting scarlet fruit. 15-18 inch plants, $2.50 each, $25.00 
per doz. 

COTONEASTER Acutijolia , (6 ft.) Peking Cotoneaster. Elliptic dark 
green leaves. Flowers in nodding corymbs in May and June. Purplish 
black fruit in fall.

Almost evergreen, roundish oval leaves, 
pinkish white flowers in June and July. Spreading branches. One of the 
best red-fruiting species. $1.50 each, $18.00 per doz.

Dwarf shrub, almost 
evergreen, covered with bright rose pink blossoms during May and June, 
deliciously fragrant. Blooms at intervals during summer. 10-12 
inch plants (Balled and Burlapped). $1.75 each, $20.00 per doz.

DOUBLE FLOWERING THORN ( Paul's Scarlet Thorn). Deep crimson- 
scarlet flowers; very double. A most attractive small tree. 3-4 ft.

EUONYMOUS ALATUS. (Winged Burning Bush). Corky winged branch- 
es and beautiful foliage that changes to beautiful mahogany in the fall.

Fringe-like yellow flowers in 
November, when few flowers are outdoors anywhere. 2-3 ft. plants, 75^ 
each, $7.50 per doz.

Grows 4-5 ft. high. Creamy white fragrant flowers in June. Makes

PHILADELPHUS Virginal. In our opinion this is the most wonderful 
white-flowering shrub introduced this far. Large double pure white 
flowers with delicious fragrance; has a long blooming season and even 
blooms at intervals during summer and fall. If you have not seen this 
shrub, by all means get at least one plant of it, you will be surprised

Storage or Cellar Roses too often are unsatisfactory. Especially in 
the Hybrid Tea Class there is the element of loss always, when using 
dormant stock. 

The roses we offer are strong 2 year field grown, NORTHERN 
GROWN, potted in December and overwintered in cold frames without 
heat. In the early spring the roots are developing as tho they were 
planted outdoors and in May, when they are ready for shipment, they 
have an abundance of fibrous roots and when planted into your garden these 
roots are undisturbed which means that very shortly after planting they 
will begin to bloom and keep on till frost. 

This is the most satisfactory method of handling roses known. A 
little bit more expensive than dormant stock but then, what good is an 
unsatisfactory plant. 

HYBRID TEA ROSES 

GENERAL McARTHUR. One of the best all-around bedding roses. Warm 
rich crimson-scarlet.

Too big to plant with 
other HT. roses. Brilliant crimson with velvet shadings and intense 
fragrance.
